He sought out the Filipino leader | 
in his mountain fastness and found that ne | 
really had a capital—no mere shanty— | 
erected one day and deserted the next. but | 
a fine residence and many other buildings | 
with offices therein for all his suite and | 
the heads of the different governmental de- 
partments. | 

He found, too, that Aguinaldo ts just as 
resolved for ultimate freedom for his peo- 
ple as he was on that eventful May day, 
nearly three years ago, when he joined 
his forces with Dewey's. He expected that 
a change of administration in the United 
States would give his people their inde- 
pendence. 

Aguinaldo makes no secret as to his 
whereabouts, but he is surrounded by a 
cordon of his troops. ; 


Headquarters 125 
Miles From Dagupan. 

The Filipino capital is now eight days 
journey on horseback from any railroad. 
The nearest station is at Dagupan, on the 
Gulf of Lingaypen, about 125 miles north 
of Manila and the terminues of the Manila 
& Dagupan Railway. 

The capital lies secure in tropic fastnesses 
to the northeast of Dagupan. There is 
practically no road, for all the journey 
from Dagupan; nothing but a mountain 
trail. It leads over rocky peaks and 
through ravines, across deep streams and 
through the jungle’s heart. There Aguin- 
audo makes hia headquarters and sends out 
his orders to his followers all through 
the archipelago. 

His government is well organized. His 
followers contribute the needed funds and 
there are a dozen places where ammuni- 
tion, rifles and supplies are smuggled in 
without interference from the American 
blockaders. 

Everything that happens in 
reaches Aguinaldo as quickly as 
spies can report to him. He is informed of 
the whereabouts of every regiment, the ar- 
rival and departure of transports, the or-. 
ders from Washington, the thousand and | 
one details of the war.

ASKETBALL, a sport of compara- 
tively recent origin, has in the last 
four years made rapid strides to the 

front, and ils now one of the most popular 
games. 

lis growth in the last four years has 
been little short of phenomenal. Like every 
innovation, it was looked at askance for 
awhile, and was considered too etmeminate 
by masculine athletes for a long time.

The 10 men, com- 
posing the two teams shown, are among 
the most proficient players of basket ball 
in St. Louis, and are unanimous in their 
indorsement of the pastime. The number 
and players and teams now in existence 
in the olty have given rise to talk of 
formation of a local league.

The Whole Cause of the Present 
Trouble Is the Ourtis Act of 1896, 
Abolishing All Tribal 
Laws. 


MUSKOGEE, I. T., Jan. 26.—Whatever 
may be the justice or the injustice of the 
Curtis act, it is certain that this law is 


lately and entirely responsible for the 


threatened uprising of the Creek Indians 
in this part of the Indian Territory. The 
Indians say the law is distasteful to them 
and they will not abide by its terms, and 
furthermore that if the United States au- 
thorities attempt to cram its. provisions 
down their throats bloodshed is bound to 
follow. The fulfillment of nome of these 
threats is probable. 

The Curtis act was passed in 1898. Its 
principal point, so far as the Creeks and 
Cherokees are at present concerned, is that 
tt abolishes all tribal laws of these tribes 
and says that all their members shall be 
governed and punished by the laws of the 
T'nited States, just the same as other citi- 
zens of the United States. It was at this 
the Creeks balked from the start, and two 
years ago, or directly after the passave 
of the act, there was an insignificant rebell- 
ion which was promptly suppressed. Ever 
eince then the Creeks heve been suriy and 
dissatisfied. They tmmediately began to or- 
ganize and carried on their efforts con- 
stantly, determined, sooner or later, to 
show the federal government that they 
were all powerful. 

In their midst, not far from Eufaula, 
lives the fullblood, Chitto Harjo, or Crazy 
Snake. He is an organizer whose power 
among his countrymen is apparently un- 
limited. The real chief of the tribe is Lah 
Tah Mekko. He it is who signs all official 
documents, but the leadership, the brain 
work, comes from Crazy Snake. No sooner 
had the former uprising been. put down 
than Crazy Snake began a plan of organ- 
ization. _He gathered atout him the war- 
riors who were dissatisfied and they took 
his name, the “Snake Band.’’ Today he 
has about 80 men armed and most of them 
mounted. He appointed what is known to 
the whites as deputy sheriffs, but to the 
Indians as Light Horse. The Light Horse 
are those Indians who are supposed to keep 
order, but have in reality been riding the 
country doing Crazy Snake's bidding anc 
assisting in the organization. 

The banding together of the Snake band 
went on quietly, although the United 
States authorities had a suspicion that 
something of the kind was n progress. 
These actions were reported at Washing- 
ton, but no authority was given to act. 

It was not until last October that the 
Creeks showed their hand. On the morn- 
ing of Jan. 11 a notice against land lessees 
or renters was posted. The effect of this 
notice was that the Creeks openly defied 
the Curtis act and openly stated that the 
Creeks were still goverred by their own 
laws. It was in direct defiance to the plan 
vf land allotment adopted by Congress. 

The Indians take a peculiar stand. The 
government has said that the land shall be 
allotted to them in a certain way. The 
Creek says that if he wants 40 acres of 
land, worth, say $400, no one has a right to 
compel Prim to take another tract worth 
twice as much if he insists on having the 
first, which has probably been his home 
ever since he could remember. He is quoted 
as saying: 

“It’s mine and the land of my forefathers, 
and no one—not even the Great tf S*her 
—Can make me take anything else.”’ 

The Curtis act says he is violating the 
law when he rebels. The Lah Tah Mekko 
notice of proclamation, saying that the 
Indian should own and control only his 
home p’ace and that all adjacent property 
which he might be cultivating should be 
confiscated by the nation, was against the 
law and caused the authorities to act. 

Leo E. Bennett, United States marshal, 
sent word that the Curtis act was the law 
and must be obeyed, else he would take ex- 
treme measures to enforce it. The marshal's 
warning was not heeded, as there was some 
attempt to punish Creek offenders by the 
30--alled Creek government. And so the 
matter stands today. 

J. B. Shoefelt, United States Indian Agent 
here, said to a reporter today: 

Many of the reports that have been sent 
out have been greatly exaggerated, al- 
thouga there is no disguising the fact that 
the Indians are restless, particularly amonz 
the most ignorant. Some of the young bucks 
have said that they will not submit to the 
government's plan of land allotment. At the 
same time they have the most intense feei- 
ing against the railroads. They say that the 
road has no right to run through their land 
and are threatening to burn bridges ana 
tear up tracks. They also say they wii! 
murder all Indlans who have white ten- 
ants on their lands. The particular object 
of Marshal Bennett's party and the sg0)}- 
diers is to arrest those who have been mak 
ing threats. With the party will be Thomas 
A Banson, United States commissioner. 
and J. H. Huckelberry, assistant United 
States attorney. The offenders will be ar- 
rested and tried on the spot. The charge 
will be treason against the United States 
government. I expect the marshal's party 
and soldiers will be out about a week or 
ten days.

Report of Lieut. Dixon, Who Is in the 
Indian Country. 

OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 26, -Lieut. Dixon, in 
command of Troop A, Eighth Cavalry, sent 
to the Indian Territory to quiet the Creek 
Indian disturbances Monday, made the sec- 
ond report to headquarters today. He 
stated he found no trouble at Henrietta, 
and he has been unable to find anv civil 
officer who needs the assistance of United 
States troops in controlling the Indltans. 
He capasts that some whites have been 
warned to leave their claims, but no at- 
tention is being paid to the threats The 
eutenant is now waiting for further or- 


ders.

This 
is unusual with organizations of this class, 
and, in addition to the compliment directed 
to the city, it has also the significance of 
meaning that St. Louis, because of Its ge0- 
graphical locations, midway between the 
East and West and North and South, is to 
become more and more the chosen place 
for national organization headquarters. 


Judge Leo Rassieur is commander-in- 
chief of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
He was elected at the last encampment at 
Chicago. Judge Rassieur was a boy when 
the Civil war began, and first came to the 
front In defense of the Union at a meet- 
ing in South St. Louls. When an effort was 
made to stampede the meeting for the Con- 
federacy young Rassieur sprang upon a 
table and saved the meeting for the Union 
as dramatically almost as Sheridan saved 
the day for the Union at Cedar Creek. 


Dr. Heber Robart is president of the 
Roentgen Ray Society of the United States. 
He was elected at the annual meeting at 
New York last December. Dr. Robart was 
the chief promoter of the society before its 
organization, He is the editor of the Amer- 
ican X-Ray Journal, the first publication 
of the kind to appear in the United States 
or Europe after the discovery of the Roent- 
gen ray. 

Michael M. Dolphin is the president of 
the Order of Rda@lroad Telegraphers of 
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North America and the United States 
colonies. He was so chosen last October. 
Mr. Dolphin is the youngest president of 
a national organization In St. Louls. The 
headquarters.of his organization are in the 
Fullerton building, where Mr. Dolphin and 
quite a staff of assistants are busily en- 
gaged. 

Robert E. McMath 1s president of the Na- 
tional Society of Municipal Improvements. 
He was elected at the annual convention at 
Milwaukee last summer. Mr. McMath is 
president of the St. Louls Board of Public 
Improvements, and {fs one of the first au-

John T. Wilson ts president of the Broth- 
erhood of Railway Trackmen of America. 
He is in charge of the general offices of the 
organization in the Benoist building. Mr. 
Wilson is the founder of the organization, 
and he has been its president since its or- 
ganization tn 1889. The order is one of such 
extent as to require Mr. Wilson's entire 
time. He is the editor of the official publi- 
cation. 

Judge David Murphy ts president of the 
Army of the Frontier, an auxiliary of the 
G. A. R., organized by men who served in 
the Union army along the western frontier. 
He was for four years on the bench of the 
St. Louls Court of Criminal Correction. He 
was elected to the presidency of the Army 
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of the Frontier at the annual encampment 
of the G. A. R. at Chicago last August. 
Henry C. Townsend is president of the 
National Association of General Passenger 
Agents. Mr. Townsend is general passen- 
ger agent of the Missourl Pacifié Ratlroad 
and one of the best-known citizens of St. 
Louis. He has been prominent in railroad 
circles for years, and was one of the chief 
workers in the association of whi¢h he is 
president before the association honored 
him at the annual convention last year. 


John B. Holman ts president of the Na- 
tional Association of Paper Box Manufac- 
turers. Mr. Holman ts one of the leading 
business men of*St. Louis. He is the presi- 
dent of the Holman Paper Box Manufac- 
turing Co., at Seventh and Walnut streets. 
He was elected at the annual convention of 
the association in August of last year. 
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beans have become an important factor in 
the territory’s commerce. The orchards 
of the territory have already made_ the 
fruit of Oklahoma famous. The sweet po 
tato grows better nowhere than in Okla- 
homa. So much for the wealtn of Okla 
homa in agriculture, horticulture and 
stock raising. It is in truth a land of 
plenty, a wilderness made beautiful and 
productive with a few years of the pleugh 
and harrow, the reaper and thresher, the 
compress and gin—these magic wands of 
the world’s greatest conjurer—the Can- 


casian. 

In her plea for statehood Oklahoma has 
the well wishes of all the West. There isa 
feeling that she should be thus early re- 
warded for her wonderful growth. Froma 
wilderness to a great commonwealth, from 
unturned prairie land to grain-producing 
fields and from 560,000 nomadic, lazy Indians 
to almost half a million home-building, soll- 
tilling, school and church-going Anglo-Sax- 
ons, all in 12 years, is something on which 
to base such a plea as Oklahoma will make. 
No other territory has in half the time 
achieved so much. Few others, doubtless, 
have been so deserving of the privileges of 
statehvod, its home rule and more economi- 
cal government and the distinction of being 
one of the states of the world’s greatest re- 
public. Statehood will mean a great deal to 
Oklahoma. It has grown far away from the 
accepted limits of a territory. 

No territory ever had a population any- 
thing like that of Oklahoma. Of the 22 
states admitted after the original 13, the 
average population was 77,380 (the greatest 
population of any one being 180,000). Okla- 
homa has over five times the average popu- 
lation; her per cent of gain in the last 
decade was 544; her school children number 


320,000, and she cast 73,000 votes at the re- 


. 


cent election,, more than five times the 
average vote of the states of Tennessee, 
Indiana, Ohio, Illinois, Missouri! and Texas 
10 years after they were admitted to state- 
hood. 

Not alone in population has Oklahoma 
made wonderful and unprecedented strides 
in 10 years. The taxable vaiuation of the 
territory this year is $60,000,000, and property 
is only assessed at about one-third its real 
value and but 27 per cent of the farm 
land assessed at all, the balance being stil! 
in the name of the government. The real 
wedith of the teritory is close to $200,000,000 
and most of this wealth has been created 
out of the wonderful resources of the ter- 
ritory, for the great majority of the resi- 
dente of the territory came poor and capl- 
tal has not come in any great amounts 
frbm the outside except in exchange for 
the products of the territory. 

Receipts from rental of school lands for 
the year ending Nov. 30, 1900, have been 
$220,077.44. The receipts during the 10 years 
have aggregated the remarkable sum of 
$1,002,663.61, of which $697,458.72 has been col- 
lected under the present territorial admin- 
istration. This money has all been used to 
aid in carrying on the common achools and 
colleges of the territory,except $120,000 which 
the treasurer of the territory holds in a 
public building fund. The school lands of 
the territory at the present time are 
valued at $7,376,080 and when the Kiowa and 
Comanche reservation opens to settiement 
next year there will be added to these lands 
other lands valued at $1,126,000. 

Oklahoma at this time has about 125.0 
school children, who attend school tn sw 
schoolhouses in that many city or country 
districts and over 2000 students attending 
the five higher institutions of learning 
erevted and conducted by the territory. 
There are in addition a number of private 
and sectarian schools and colleges and near- 
ly a score of Indian schoo.s carried on by 
the government to educate the § Indian

Rare eer tiem is in excess of 
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cost nearly $50,- 
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000 to complete and is crowded and will re- 
quire large additions during the coming 
year. The Territorial Normal School at 
Edmond occuples a fine stone building, 
which cost between $40,000 and $50,000. The 
Northwestern Normal at Alva is one of the 
finest educational structures to be found 
anywhere in the West, the building having 
cost about $90,000 and the equipments $20,- 
000 more. The Agricultural and Mechanical 
College at Stillwater occupies three large 
brick and stone structures, the library 
building having been completed within the 
past month at a cost of nearly $30,000. This 
institution has an equipment of apparatus, 
machinery, etc., valued at nearly $50,000, 
including one of the most complete electric- 
al laboratories In the country. The Col- 
ored Agricultural and Normal Untversity 
has been established but two years and now 
occupies three large buildings and con- 
tains the complete equipment for general 
and technical instruction to the colored 
youth of the territory. It is one of the 
very few institutions of the kind in the 
United States. All of these institutions are 
open free to students from any part of Ok- 
lahoma or the Indian Territory. 

There are in the territory 950 church or- 
ganizations, with a membership of 7,- 
000, and owning church property valued 
at considerable over half a million dollars. 
There are nearly 1100 Sunday echools and 
6000 officers and teachers and 55,000 schol- 
ars, 

There are also in the,territory nearly 700 
fraternal organizations with a membership 
aggregating 30,000. There are 8 territorial 
banks and 18 national banks in operat.on 
in Oklahoma at this time. The resources 
of the territorial banks aggregate about 
$5,000,000, almost half of which represents 
cash on hand. The deposits of the terri- 
torial banks at this time are nearly &,- 
000,000. The national banks have resources: 
aggregating $4,000,000 and over $2,000,000 de- 
posits. The board of commissioners of in- 
surance for 1899 shows $15,274,519 fire insur- 
ance and $4,634,227 life insurance written 
during the eyear. 

The territory has over 1000 miles of rail- 
way, 250 miles having been built during the 
past year. Every county in the territory 
but two is reached by railway. The railway 
shipments for the year ending June 3), 
1900, aggregate 15,000 cars of wheat, 900 cars 
of cattle, 4000 cars of hogs, 2500 cars of 
flour, 1500 cars of other millstuff and 2500 
cars of cotton. The shipments into the ter- 
ritory were 12,000 cars of coal, 1200 of farm 
implements, 1200 cars of immigrant mova- 
bles, 700 cars of fisur and 300 cars of ve- 
hicles. 

The great prosperity of Oklahoma was 
due almost entirely to her rich and varied 
agricultural resources. In no other place 
in the Union can wheat, corn, cotton, the 
three great staples, with a large variety of 
by-products, be produced successfwily upon 
the same farm. 


The products of the territory during the 
past year are estimated to have aggregated 
about $75,000,000 in value, including 32,000,000 
burhels of wheat. 00.000.000 bushels of corn, 
145,000 bales of colton, 300 cars of water- 
melons, 50,000 bushels of peanuts, 150,000 
bushels of castor beans, 250,000 bushes of 
peaches, 200,000 bushels of apples, 25,000 
bushels of blackberries, 15,000 bushels of 
strawberries, 25,000 bushels of plums. 

The territorial auditor's report, now being 
prepared for transmission to the Legisia- 
ture, shows 43,108 head of horses, 49,625 
head of mules, 995,000 head of cattie, 45,000 
head of sheep, 260,000 head of hogs, listed 
for taxation tn the territory this year. 

There are in the territory about 200 man- 
ufacturing establishments, employing 2600 
hands; 43 flouring mills, with an aggregate 
dal.y eapacity of 5228 barrels; 107 grain ele- 
vators, with a capacity of 1,900,000 bushels, 
and 12) wholesale houses, employing about 
1000 hands. 

The miheral resources of the territory 
have as yet been developed to a very smal! 
extent. Copper is being mined tn paying 
quantities in the western part of Beaver 
County. There are several paying oil wells 
in the Osage Reservation. Natural gas has 
been struck in considerably paying quanti- 
ties In that country as well as near Granite, 
Greer County, Some coal is being mined 
in Pawnee County and the Osage Reserva- 
tion, and there are numerous coal beds at 
other points in the territory. The report 
of the territorial geologist now in course of 
preparation, will mention the existence of 
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many valuable mineral deposits in the ter- 
ritory, the chief of which are the salt and 
cement deposits. The natural gas, oil and 
asphalt deposits In the Kiowa and Co- 
manche country will make that a great 
manufacturing center at no far distant day. 
There are also indications of many valuable 
mineral deposits there. 

One thing which Oklahoma has not suc- 
ceeded in accumulating is a large territorial 
debt. If admitted to statehood at an early 
date it will enter the Union with a smaller 
debt than any other state which has been 
admitted. The entire bonded debt of the 
territory is but $48,000. These bonds were 
issued during the first year of the territory's 
existence for the purpose of raising money 
to build institutions of learning. In addition 
to this the territory has a warrant deficit 
indebtedness of a@ little over $300,000, which 
has gradually accumulated during the ten 
years’ existence of the territory, largely by 
the failure to collect the full amount of 
taxes levied each year. The entire territorial 
debt, however, is only about 8 cents per 
capita, and to offset this the territorial 
treasurer has in his hands at this time over 
$125,000 of public building fund and the terri- 
tory owns five magnificent institutions of 
learning besides the immense amount of 
school land. 

Many men have spoken upon these sub- 
jects of the remarkable growth of the Ter- 
ritory of Oklahoma and the desire for state- 
hood. Among these are Col. George Bain, 
the Kentucky lecturer, who recently re- 
turned from Oklahoma; R. B. Forrest, a 
prominent attorney of the territory at El 
Reno, who has written a statement for the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch, and Sidney Clarke, 
chairman of the committee which has called 
the statehood convention. The issue {n Ok- 
lahoma is not whether Oklahoma shall or 
Shall not be made a state, but whether it 
Shall be made a state with or without the 
Indian Territory. The people of Oklahoma 
are unanimous fn their desire for state- 
hood, but there is a division of sentiment 
2s to whether the Indian Territory shall pe 
made a part of the new state In the event 
of admission to the Union.

De Soto landed on the Florida coast prior 
He had brought with him the finest 
expedition ever coming to America's shores. 
It was made up of the aristocratic adven- 
turers of Spain. De Soto had heard that 
another Indian capital of great splendor 
and wealth lay in the interfor northeast of 


Florida. He started overland to find it. 

The Creeks lived in that part of the con- 
tinent where are now the States of Florida, 
Georgia and Alabama. They were a power- 
ful tribe. When De Soto and his splendid 
band, valorous knights and skilled in fight- 
ing, indiscreetly aroused the Creeks they 
precipitated that flerce war with the In- 
dians which never ended unti] the expedi- 
tion had been ruined, De Soto himrelf 
buried in the Mississippi and his cavailers 
left dead in the wilderness over a track 
reaching from St. Augustine across to the 
tiver del Norte. 

There were several tribes of Indians in 
this warfare upon the Spaniards, but it be- 
gan with the Creeks, and it was with the 
Creeks that De Soto suffered his heaviest 
loss. 

In John Lawson went among the 
Creeks. He found them widely scattered in 
villages and divided into 19 tribes. These 
were the Savanah, Serna. Cusoboe, 
Salutah, Congaree, Santee. We-- 
toe and Wateree, Chickasee, Wax- 
Wenee, Wingaw, Sewee, Saraw. Kad- 
apaw and Pee Dee, 

Lawson writes that among the Sewee 
which lived on Sewe» Bay, there were 
men. The Sewees toid him their 
men had gone away In canoes several years 
before find the country frem whence 
the ships came. They had never returned. 

When the revolutionary war began the 
Creeks became alles of England, and they 
did some effective fighting; they made a 
treaty with the United States In 179). In the 
second war with England tn 1812 the Creeks 
again took up arma with the English. They 
massacred 400 men, women and children at 
Fort Mimmes, and preyed upon the Amer- 
icans without mercy. 

When the war ended Gen, Andrew Jack- 
son was sent against the Creeks, and he 
fought them two yeare—I813 and 181¢—final- 
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ly whipping them so thoroughly they were. 


completely conquered. 

In this war the Creeks exhiblied great 
courage and fighting qualities. The war 
cost them 2000 of their best warriors, and 
they killed 700 Americans.

Foreclosure of a Mortgage in 
Rutland, Vt., Brings About 
a Strange Condition 
of Affairs. 


RUTLAND, Vt., Jan. 2.

ACKED up by two savage mastiffs 
B and several emalier dogs, Miss Ej\lza- 
beth Stimson, a handsome young so0- 

ciety debutante of this city, ts holding at 
bay the entire sheriff's department of Rut- 
land County in its endeayor to serve upon 
her mother papers which would dispo«sess 
her of her residence, No. 88 Nichols street. 

The papers in the case were issued some 
time ago, but the fact that the Stimsons 
were to be ousted did not become known 
until recently, when two deputy sheriffs, 
who had gone to the house to make one of 
their numerous attempts to serve the pa- 
pers came in contact with the mastiffs in a 
painful manner and were forced to beat a 
hasty retreat in the direction of the post- 
office. 

The Rutland Savings Bank has foreclosed 
@& mortgage on the Stimson homestead. 
When the bank took action the Stimsons 
refused to move, saying that they wouid 
remain in the house but would pay rent. 
When the rent was not forthcoming the 
bank, through the courts, procured a no- 
tice dispossessing the family. The sheriff 
holds the notice and the Stimsons hold the 
house. 

As the family is one of the most promi- 
ment socially in this section of the state, 
the bank has not pressed the sheriff to 
take severe measures, believing that the 
property could be obtained without trouble. 
Now, however, the sheriff deciares that he 
will force an entrance to the house if he 
has to shoot every dog on the premises. ‘To 
ail these threats Miss Stimson listens in- 
Guigentiy, laughs and—stays in the house. 

Several years ago when H. F. M. Stim- 

mn, Junior partner of the foundry firm of 
Mansfield & Stimson, died he left his wife 
and daughter with one of the finest resi- 
dences in the city, severag other pieces of 
property and the best of social positions. 
In fact, the family was considered inde- 
pendentiy rich, and the house was the 
Mecca for the smart set. 

Elizabeth, or “‘Bessie,”’ as she is known 
among her associajes, was carefully edu- 
cated and developed into an exceedingly 
brilliant as well as beautiful girl. Now, 
at 18, she ts slight, of medium height. 
has large expressive black eyes and a full 
shapely mouth. Mentally she is said to be 
& match for the best real estate lawyers. 

About three years ago the Stimsons dis- 


missed their servant and Mrs. Stimson be- 
gan to be missed by her friends at social 
occasion. Last spring she was seen on the 
street and then disappeared. It was given 
out that she was ill, but since spring no 
one, not even her lawyer, hus seen her, 
and the mystery has set the town to talk- 
ing. 

Miss Stimson came to the notice of the 
public a@ year ago, when she begun to ap- 
pear on the street accompanied by two of 
the biggest and ugliest mastitfs ever seen 
heréabouts. She told one of her friends 
that she “‘cultivated their acquaintance for 
protection.”"” She certainly is well pro- 
tected, as her nearest fr ,nds stand in mor- 
tal terror of the animals. If you see Miss 
Stimson you see the dogs; if you see the 
dogs you willl tind Miss Stimson close by. 

When Miss Stimson first got the animais 
she would frequently take them to ride on 
the electric cars, but after a time the pub- 
lic entered so strenuous a cumplaint that 
the company barred them. Now when the 
young woman has occasion to ride the dogs 
trot on either side of the car, much to the 
discomfiture of the other passengers. 

Not contented with two masts, Miss 
Stimeon “cultivated the acquaintance” of 
dozens of other well bred animais, and her 
home is the Mecca of half the thorougn- 
bred dogs in the town As their owners 
do not dare to go aft®r them they are there 
a good share of the time. 

Despite the fact that the sheriffs are 
watching to get the best of the young Wo- 
man and the dors, Miss Stimson often ab- 
sents herseif from the house for hours .4t 
atime. When she goes out to walk or to 
shop she leaves half a dozen of her adopted 
friends on guard, and the house ts safe. At 
night she has all of them on guard, and 
the slightest disturbance is the signal for 
a chorus of howls and growls. On moon- 
light nights the. wails of the animals can 
b. heard for a mile 

Since the disappearance of Mrs. Stimson 
the house has been shut to the public, and 
grocery delivery clerks leave purchases on 
the stoop and run Some of them fal ed 
a While ago to run fast enough and in con- 
sequence they left sections of their wear- 
ing apparel on the lawn. 

Last March the bank learned that Miss 
Stimson was preparing to sell several Va'- 
uable lots owned by the estate on Mans- 
field place and it was decided to levy on 
the sale for the amount of the nprtgaége, 
interest and rent. 

Miss Stimson heard of the bank's plan 
and by a succession of rapid maneuvers 
recorded the sale in the city clerk's office 
and received her cash before the bank got 
around to act. In order to make the trans- 
fer it was necessary to get the signature 
of Mrs. Stimson to the deed and to procure 
her acknowledgment. 

Miss Stimson sent for Edgar B. Moore, a 
shrewd real estate man and notary public, 
and, meeting him at the door, handed him 
the deed properly signed and requested i a

The Average American of 100 years azo 
lived In a miserable and squalid hamlet of 
about 500 inhabitants, a collection of log

shut In al! winter long. Ile was a combina- 


tion of farmhand and artisan, doing the 
coarsest work, toiling at least 13 hours a 
day, , 

The Average American of today is a 
citizen of a town of about 4990 inhabitants, 
situated near a city and connected with it 
by a rajlrcad. He is a skilled laborer, own- 
ing a small piece of cultivated ground 
‘upon which stands a comfortable cottage. 
He works not more than eight hours a 
day, and tools enable him to work not only 
infinitely better but also far more 
easily than did his. predecessor of the 
year 15801. 

Let us take up these two Americans un-

Ile wears a white shirt, changing it twice a 
week, and changirg the collar and cuffa 
three times a week. He has several neck- 
ties, two pairs of shoes, frequently changed; 
several suits of underwear, at least two 
hats and two overcoats. His wardrobe is 
about equal in extent and far superior in 
iuality to the wardrobe of a prosperous 
small merchant of 19 years ago, and it ls 
renewed about five times as often. 


SHELTER. 
Tos Average American of 1801 lived {In

a shanty with four rooms at most. 

It was furnished with a very 
few coarse articles, the bare neces- 
sities—a rough table, a few forms called 
beds, upon which were sppead straw, often 
with no covering; a few forms called 
chairs, with no covering at all. The 
rough floor was strewn with sand. ‘Thére 
was no glass at the windows. There were 
no facilities for bathing, and the only 
facilities for washing the hands and face 
were buckets, used at the well or on a 
bench behind. the house when used at all, 
There were no stoves, no coal, no matches, 


The average Americah of today lives In a. 


neat cottage, painted outside and in, with 
glass windows and outside blinds. Car- 


pets are on all the floors except the kitchen 


floor, which is of smooth boards. The 
kitchen furniture is better than the best 
furniture of a man many degrees above the 
Average American of 1801. There is elab- 
orately ugholstered furniture in the parlor, 
very comfortable furniture in the living 
rooms, including good beds with mattress- 
es, sheets and blankets. 


HEALTH. 


HE Average American of 00 years ago 
=a had wretched health. His bad food, 


his miserable shelter, his terrible 


toll and the ignorance of doctors combined 
to keep him “alling’’ and to send him te an 
early grave. He was an old man at 9, with 
a few decayed teeth, that compelled him te 
swallow his coarse food whole. 

The Average American of today has fair 
health. He is in good condition the most 
of the time, and his occasional “spelis” of 
sickness, due to his imprudence in eating 
and guarding himself against cold, receive 
prompt and skillful attention.* He lives 
much longer, is not old until about © years 
of age, and would look with pity upon the 
best class of people of 1801 in this matter 
of health. 


EDUCATION.

He rarely saw and never read either 
book or newspaper. He knew a little the- 
ology and some politics, but he followed

The Average American of today reads 
the newspapers and read books. He does 
some thinking, Is informed not only about 
what is going on In his town but also about 
his country and even to a certain extent 
about foreign affairs. His expression ts alert. 
His mind is awake and active. While his 
speech {s ungrammatical, his vocabulary is 
large and he knows the meaning of a multi- 
tude of words and forms opinions based up- 
on @ multitude of ideas. In information he 
is ahead of all but a few thousand of the 
Americans of 100 years ago. In intelligence 
he is ahead of all but the most enlightened 
class of the year 1801.

Not since the Franco-German war has 
France seen such a para!ys s of the lace in- 
dustry, The last lace famine is, indeed, 
fresh tn the public memory because of its 


corfnection with that bitter conflict between 
|the Prussians and the French.

It shows, on a smal! scale and 
in a brief space of*time, how they work 
themselves out in ages and great 
areas of land, and how, always and every- 
where, they are the result of the same un- 
varying natural laws. They are a practical 
confutation of the old theories. 

Though now used mainly for class in- 
struction in connection with work in th 
field, it is interesting to note that much of 
‘the aparatus was originally devised to 
throw light on certain obscurities in the 
laws governing geological process. The first

experiments were in ripple marks, such 


as one sees on a beach after the tide has 
ebbed, or in fossil] form in the slabs pre- 
served in museums, and, often, in the com- 
mon flag-stones used for sidewalks. Ordi- 
narily beach structures are readily identi- 
fied from their form, but occasionally— 
as when they mark the interlacing of tiny 
rivulets in the sand-—the fossil casts re- 
semble the veining of a leaf so closely 
that even scientists have been deceived 
by their appearance and have entered them 
with formidable Latin names in the lists 
of fossil plants.

LACE FAMINE WORRIES DEALERS. 


It is now some ten or eleven weeks since) 


the beginning of the Calais strike, But im- 
portant as it has been, the strike would 
perhaps never have been heard of outside 
of Calais if Paris shoppers had not discov- 
ered that certain exquisite and indispensa- 
ble fabrics were suddenly a 

dearer in price. 

Then the eyes of Europe were turned to- 
ward the manufacturing town on the ehan- 
nel. And it was discovered that the strike 
has brought about, among other calamities, 
a loss in wages of more than 6,000,000 francs 
and practical ruination to most of the man- 


ufacturers. 
The period of the strike has already cov- 
ered the busiest portion of the year, dur- 
ing which the masters pay as ordinary 
wages between 700,000 and 800,000 francs per 
week. The committee of the union has dis- 
tributed 149,000 francs, and has, moreover, 
borrowed 25,000 francs,which it has also dis- 
tributed. On the other hand, the masters 
have been obliged to give a subsidy to those 
men not members of the union who have 
been locked out on account of the strike.

K have considered Mr. Han- ‘ 
nerty’s idea of “The Leuls- ¢ 
lana Needle” as a World's 4 
Fair attraction, and tn our opinion it > 
is entirely practicable and would 
form an imposing and monumental 
feature of the Fair. ‘ 
The great altitude of the needle, 500 + 
feet or more, and the continuous 
view which could be had from the 
winding stairway, which would run — 
from the base of the needle to the 
point should prove a great on 
and a source of endies§ pleasure to 
visitors. ‘ 
The elevators tn the center could be < 
arranged to let people off or take 4 
them on at the various heights, 
where suitable resting places and 
landings could be provided. 
The apertures in the needle, along 
the course of the winding stairs, 


would be constructed partially of 
glass and would give a most brilliant 
effect when illuminated at night with 
thousands of incandestent lights. 

From an architectural standpoint, 
the needle would have the appear- 
ance of a huge monument. On top, 
according to our design, should be 
placed a colossal figure, representing 
the Spirit of Progress and Enlight- 
enment of the new century. This 
figure could be of sufficient size to 
enable people to ascend in it. 

A small balcony at the base of the 
figure would furnish possibly the 
grandest view to be obtained of the 
Exposition and the surrounding 
country,

T was 100 years ago last Sunday, Jan. 20, 
that John Marshall was appointed 
chief justice of the United States. This 

event will be celebrated Feb. 4 by the 

public @chopis of St. Louls and by members 
of the American Bar Association and the 

John Marshall Memorial Association, which 

includes such eminent men as ex-President 

Benjamin Harrison, Chief Justice Melviile 

W. Fuller, Lyman D. Brewster and Sena- 

tor George F. Hox-r. 

The Memorial Association, which has 
been chartered by the State of Virginia, 
was organized for the purpose of purchas- 
ing Marshall's old home in Richmond, tin 
order to preserve it as a lasting memorial 
of the great jurist. 

John Marshall was born Sept. 24, 1755, at 
Germantown, Fauquier County, Va. 

This was the year of Braddock's defeat 
in Pennsylvania, during the French and In- 
dian war, when George Washington, as a 
lieutenant, won his spurs as a soldier. 

Marshall died at Philadelphia in 1835, after 
having served & years as chief justice of 
the United States. — 

His age was 80 years. 

His great-grandfather was a royalist, 
who fied from England in 1650, the year 
after the beheading of King Charles 1. 
John Marshall none the less heartily em- 
braced the Declaration of Independence and 
fought to uphold the new republic. He 
became a captain in the continental army, 
fought at Brandywine and Monmouth, suf- 
fered the hardships of Valley Forge and 
was with “Mad Anthony’ Wayne at Stony 
Point. 

His term of enlistment expired {tn 1779, 
but it was not until 1781 that he finally 
abandoned the army. In the meantime he 
had been studying law at Richmond. Then

In the year 1307, in a little border village 
on his way to do battle against Robert 
Bruce, King Edward, after reigning 30 
years, died. 

K-dward II was born April 25, 1284, and was 
crowned Feb. 23, 1308. He was idle and 
weak, cared noching for his duties as ruler 
of his people. He lost the battle of Ban- 
nockburn to Robert Bruce, thereby maxk- 
ing fruitless 18 years of warfare and blood- 
shed, and he lived to see himself deserted 


by nobles, Queen and people. 

In the end he was forced to declare him- 
self unfit to rule and made to resign his 
crown. Eight months later, Sept. 2 182%, 
he was murdered in Berkeley Castle. He 
had reigned 19 years, lacking a few weeks. 

Edward III was but a boy of l4 when his 
father died. He was born at Windsor, Nov. 
13, 1312, was proclaimed King Jan. 25, 1327, 
and crowned Feb. 1, 1328. For four years nis 
mother, Queen Isabella, and her. favorite, 
Roger Mortimer, kept him almost a pris- 
oner and governed the kingdom as they 
chose. At 18 he managed to free himself, 
made Mortimer a prisoner, had him put to 
death as a traitor and never afterward al- 
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As a member of the General Assembly of 
Virginia, Marshal! was a contemporary and 
Oratorical rival of Patrick Henry, then in 
the zenith of his fame and power. This 
young legislator stood up loyally for George 
Washington against his political enemies— 
and Washington had many of them—until 
the ingratitude of his colleagues disgusted 
him so that he resigned his seat.

In his reign the English army won 
glory at Crecy and Poitiers, the Good Par- 
liament passed into history, and the Kings 
son, the Black Prince, immortalized himself 
for deeds of chivalry. On June 21, 1377, Bad- 
ward died insane, having reigned 49 years. 

Eighty-four years elapsed before another 
Edward came to the throne. Then Edward 
IV, son of Richard, Duke of York, suc- 
ceeded the deposed Henry VI, and the War 
of the Roses, begun in the former reign, 
was continued. Edward IV was born at 
Rouen, April 29, 1441, proclaimed on March 
4, 1461, and cro-yned on June 28 of the same 
year. 


He had been made King by the great Ear! 
of Warwick, “‘the kingmaker.’’ The latter, 
taking umbrage at Edward's use of power, 
led an army against him, drove him from 
the country and proclaimed Henry VI King 
again. Soon, however, Edward returned, 
defeated the great earl at the battle of 
Barnet and again at Tewksbury, when 
Warwick and the young son of Henry VI 
were killed. The nation had little love for 
Edward. He died a miserable, worn-out 
man on April 9, 1483, after a reign of 22 
years, leaving his two little sons, his 
daughter Elizabeth and his widow at the 
mercy of the Duke of Gloucester, his broth- 
er. Edward V, his eldest son, who was 


born Nov. 4, 1470, and who should have suce 
ceeded his ather on the throne, was, with 
his little brother, the Duke of York, sejged 
by Richard, cast into the Tower and smoth- 
ered there at dead of night. The graves of 
the two little princes, the eldest of whom 
was but 13, were not discovered until 1674, 
when masons repairing the building came 
upon their bones thrust away under a 
staircase. 

Sixty-four years later, Edward VI, son 
of Henry VIII, ascended the throne. He 
was born Oct. 12, 1537; crowned Feb. 2%, 1547, 
and died July 6, 1553, at the age of 16 years. 
Since then—for M8 years—there has been no 
other Edward.

OT many millionaires have chosen 
N for their diversion the purchase and 

subsequent charge of an entire for- 
eign island. 

To be sure, M., Henri Menier, the choco- 
late millionaire, amazed two nations by 
buying a few years ago the island of An- 
ticosti, much to the horror of the British 
government. But this sensational real estate 
transaction had no parallel until it became 
known some weeks ago that a certain Brit- 
i h subject was negotiating for the purchase 
of the Spanish island of Salvora. 

Now it is none too cornfortable to have a 
foreigner establish himself in one’s nation- 
al dooryard, especially when he has ac- 
quired the right to do so and cannot be 
driven out. And it is, the Spanish think, 
particularly uncomfortable when the invad- 


er is an Englishman. 
So the Spanish nation threw up its hands 


/in horror. 


The. island of Salvora lies at the mouth 
of the River Arosa, about two miles from 
the coast in the northwest part of Spain. 

It is a barren and unattractive piece of 
land of only three miles area at the most. 
But its present owner, a resident of Madrid, 
has already raised money on its value from 
several conservative deputies. 

The Cortes of Madrid answered in reply 
to a demand for explanation of this sale of 
this land, that the land was transferred by 
private purchase and therefore out of its 
jurisdiction. 

It was at once pointed out that the pur- 
chaser intended to lease the island to the 
British government for a coaling station 
or a coal depot for the use of the navy. 

The question was immediately taken up 
by the opposition press, but nothing could 
be done to prevent the transfer because 
there is no Spanish law prohibiting the 
purchase of territory by foreigners. 

The opposition press of Madrid has done 


everything in its power to arouse popular 
feeling in this matter. All the papers have 
appealedeto the present owner's patriotism, 
almost commanding him to refuse any for- 
eign offer for the island. 

In case the owner declines to be in- 
fluenced an attempt will be made to have 
the government buy the Island. 

This, according to the oppositior, is just 
what the owner and mortgagees have tried 
to bring about. 

It was 189% that M. Menter bought the 
island of Anticosti from the Caandian gov- 
ernment, transported the inhabitants, es- 
tablished French colonists and raised a

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T. LOUISANS—hundreds of them, yes, 
S even thousands—are afflicted with 

“the lunch-counter hump.” The 
name reveals the nature of the affliction 
and the hump Itself is eloquent. 

It comes from bolting food at lunch 
counters, where men of all ages, sizes and 
shapes are compelled to eat from stools of 
the same height from counters of varying 
distances from the floor. 

So prevalent has this hump become that 
it is noticeable in all large cities. John 
M. Campbell, a hotel man of Philadelphia, 
who claims to have discovered this peculiar 
affliction. has caused to be introduced into 
ithe Pennsylvania Legislature a bill, soon 
to be considered, the object of which is to 
obliterate this disfigurement. 

Mr. Campbell's bill provides, among other 
things, for the appointment of a compe- 
/tent inspector or inspectors in every city 
having a population of more than 600,00, 
‘“‘whose duty it shall be to measure, deter- 
mine and from time to time to inspect and 
certify as to the height and capacity for 
adjustment of all stools, fixed, revolving 
or rotary, in all those resorts and eating 
places therein, commonly known and de- 
‘nominated as lunch counters, which said tn- 
spectors may be of the male or female sex, 
or in the discretion of the governor, of 
both sexes, and who ehall firs: have sub- 
mitted to an examination touching their Ca- 
pacity and qualifications for the position.” 

Bonds wil] be required guaranteeing the 
faithful performance of these duties. 

The lunch-counter hump is not confined 
to the poor and lowly. Mr. Campbell vis- 
ited more than 9 restaurants, high and 
low, in which the unyielding and inflexible 
stool holds sway and in each of them the 


direful and unsymmetrical hump was to 
be seen. Rich and poor were afflicted, yet 
few of the victims seemed to realize the 
fact. 

The first official intimation of the hump 
received was contained in general orders 
from the war department at Washington, 
saying that from the date named mm the 
orders neither officers nor enlisted men in 
the army should eat at any lunch counter 
in any city unless such lunch counter had 
been first duly inspected by a competent 
board or officer designated for that duty 
and certified to possess adjustable stools, 
enabling such officer or enlisted man to 
maintain an erect and soldierly attitude 
while eating. 


This order, though not specifying that 
fact, was the result of Mr. Campbell's dis- 
covery. A certain brigadier-general who 
had made a practice of eating at the lunch 
counter of the Lafayette was observed by 
Mr. Campbell to possess a curious protu- 
berance or bump on the cerebelhim and on 
a line running downward and eastward to- 
ward the lower point of the clavicle. At 
first this bump, or hump, was thought to 
be a defect In the construction of the of- 
ficer’s uniform. 

Examination proved this to be an error. 
The hump was in the man—not the clothes. 
When the brigadier went to Washington, 
where he ate his meais at his own home, 
the hump disappeared, only to resume its 
former location whenever he spent a few 
days tn Philadelphia. This confirmed Mr. 
Campbell's theory—it was the lunch-coun- 
ter hump. 

Further examination showed that the 
hump was more widespread than had been 
imagined.

and a staff of 
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young prince made his first public appear- 
ance in England, assisting at the opening of 
a great exposition. 

The prince had visited Ireland, Scotland 
and Wales before he was brought to public 
notice In England. When Englishmen had 
an opportunity to salute their future sov- 
ereign on the occasion of the visit of his 
father and mother to London, the city was 
crowded with Englishmen from all! parts of 
the kingdom, who joined in the festivities. 
The youngster became instantly popular 
with the masses, and he has retained that 
popularity and added to it ever since. 

The prince’s youthful days were attended 
by the usual ailments which distress com- 
mon people. He took the measles in 1853 and 
gave them to the entire family, including 
the Queen and Prince Consort. 

In 1855, the prince then 14, visited France, 
in 1857 Germany and in the following year 
he extended his travels to Italy, where he 
hud an audience with Pope Pius IX. On his 
return to England, the young prince con- 
cluded his course at Oxford and concluded 
his education at Trinity College, Cambridge. 

In 1860, he came to America. His trip was 
made partly in fullfilment of a promise 
made by the Queen to the Cana- 
dian troops for their gallant § ser- 
vices in the Crimean war, After 
a series of enthusiastic receptions In Can- 
ada, the prince crossed into the United 
States. Before crossing the border en roule 
to Detroit, he made a speech in which he 
said: 
| ‘“‘My duties as representative of the Queen 
cease this day, but in a private capacity 
I am about to visit before I return home 
that remarkable land which claims with us 
a common ancestry, and in whose extra- 
ordinary progress every Englishman feels 
a common interest. 


At every city he visited the young prince 
was enthusiastically received. His quiet 
demeanor and his mdesty dispelled any 
anti-British sentiments that existed and 
no hostile demonstrations occurred to mar 
his progress. From Detroit he went to 
Chicago and from there he started on Dec. 
°° for St. Louis. He was accompanied by 
the Duke of Newcastle, Lord Lyons, the 
British ambassador at Washington, and a 
party of about a dozen. En route here from 
Chicago the party stopped twice. The 
first stop was at Dwight, Ill. In those 
days it was noted for the fine hunting that 
abounded in its vicinity. The prince and 
his party spent two days there hunting 
quail and wild chickens. Early on Wed- 
nesday morning, Sept. 25, the party started 
for Alton, arriving there about 3 o'clock in 
the afternoon. where the steamer City of 
Alton was waiting for the royal party. Im- 
mense crowds surrounded the royal car- 
riage as it drove to the boat and there is 
a man in Alton now who says he had an 
arm broken by being shoved off the top 
of a box cur by other boys who were 
anxious to get a glimpse of the visiting

the princa and his party was escorted to

the old Hotel Barnum at Second and Wal- 
nut streets where many distinguished citi- 
zens called to meet him. Next day he was 
drizen to the Fair and appeared to enjoy 
the displays. He doffed his hat repeatedly 
in answer to the shouts from the people 
asthe carriage drove along the streets. 

A story is told that Gov. R. M. Stewart 
was among those introduced to the prince 
at the Fair Grounds. The governor had 
been imbibing, as was his wont, and, it {fs 
said, going up to Albert Edward, regard- 
less of the fact that he was the heir ap- 
parent, the Baron of Renfrew, the Duke of 
Cornwall and Rothsay, the Earl of Chester 
and Carnack and the Lord of the Isles, 
slapped him on the back as they stood 
looking out at the vast concourse of people, 
and exclaimed, enthulastically: 

“Eh, prince, how'd you like to de goy- 
ernor of a fine lot of people like that?’’ 

Unfortunately there is no record of the 
prince’s impressions of St. Louls. He never 
returned here or to America, for that mat- 
ter, after sailing from New York a few 
weeks after leaving here, 

It was within a year after his return to 
England that the presegt King met his 
future wife, the beautiful Princess Alex- 
andra of Denmark. 

It has never been disputed that Albert 
Edward, then 22 years old, fell in love with 
a photograph. He was with some officers 
of the English army when one of them 
drew from his pocket the picture of his be- 
trothed. With it slipped out another, that 
of a sweet young girl. 

The Prince asked about the original and 
was told that she was the Princess Alexan- 
dra, daughter of the King of Denmark, a 
man poor in everything but family, but 
who has provided half the kingdoms of Eu- 
rope with sovereigns. 

The first informal meeting took place in 
the Cathedral of Worms-during the Prince's 
foreign tour in 1861. While examining the 
frescoes with his tutor and equerry the 
Prince met Prince Christian and his 
daughter. He met the Princess later at 
Heidelberg. | 

The formal betrothal took place Sept. 8, 
1862. The announcement was made pubiio 
on the Prince coming of age. The mar- 
riage ceremony was celebrated March 10, 
1863, in St. George's Chapel. The heir ap- 
parent and his bride began housekeeping 
on over $500,000 a year. 

The English people welcomed the PFrin- 
cess with love and have never lost their 
affection for her. 

The prince’s selection of his royal life- 
partner met the unqualified approval of the 
Queen and the royal consort. His father, 
with the money that had been saved from 
the prince's allowances and incomes, pur- 
chased the beautiful Sandringham palace, 
with an estate of 8000 acres about it.

Many pictures are extant showing the 
Princess of Wales and her three daugh- 
ters, and whenever seen the remark is 
made, “They look like four sisters.” None 
of the daughters is so beautiful as the 
mother. She taught them all needlework 
and the arts of housewifery. The daugh- 
terg have been criticised as being haughty 
and are not the favorites they were ex- 
pected to be. 

While bringing up her family the Prin- 
cess of Wales was not free from domestic 
trouble. Rivals appeared In the shape of 
women, titled and otherwise, who received 
the attentions of her husband, and gossip 
made out a strong case against him. 

Twice the Princess of Wales left the 
prince without the formality of saying 
good-by and went to her girlhood home in 
Denmark. Much gossip was caused on 
these occasions, but the true woman kept 
silent, and the actions of the prince were 
the only clews to the reasons for her sud 
den departures. 

The last time this happened was in Au- 
gust, 1898. A steam pinfiace took her 
ashore from the royal yacht Osborne, 
where the prince was staying. At the time 
a party of ladies was waiting to go aboard 
the yacht. It was composed of the Duchess 
of Manchester, Lady London@erry, Lady 
Randolph Churchill and Georgina, Countess 
Dudley.

hagen, but she had an interview with the 
queen before she left.

As a patron of dramatic art the prince of 
Wales holds a foremost place tn England. 
lie is an acWnowledged connoisseur in 
wines, his favorite beverage being an 
Italian wine known as Lachryma Christi 
lie if an inveterate smoker, and is fond 
of most of the good things of earth. 

Of late years he generally travels abroad 
as the Karl of Chester, and sometimes as 
Baron Renfrew. A private saloon carriage, 
which cost $35,000, is kept at Boulogne for 
his use. His trips are exoeedingly ex- 
pensive, both he and the princess being 
lavish tn their tastes, 

The Prince of Wales was initiated into 
the mysterics of Freemasonry in Sweden in 
1868. and was elected grand master of En- 
gland in 18/0. 

A very pretty story, and one which !s 
characteristic of the relations of the Prince 
of Wales with the working people of En- 
gland, is that told of the acquaintance of 
the prifice and the crossing sweeper, who 
occuples a station In Pall Mall. The sweep- 
er is Stationed at a crossing not far from 
Mariborough House, the residence of the 
prince, and in rain or shine he keeps it 
clean for the throng of well-dressed men 
from the fashionable clubs. He tips his 
hat to thousands of passers, and thinks 
himself lucky when he has a penny for the 
service of sweeping the crossing. 

Only one gentleman ever returns the sal- 
utation which he is never weary of mak- 
ing. This is a stout, broad-shouldered fig- 
ure with grayish beard and pleasant face, 
whose appearance at the entrance of Mari- 
borough House ts always a qignal for cheer- 
ing. As Prince of Wales he was fond of 
taking a short stroll in the afternoon and 
frequently passed the crossing where the 
ragged sweeper is stationed. 

In an instant the sweep's hat is off and 
he is bowing low. Other men never see 
him, but the prince never falls to acknowl- 
edge his salute by bowing gravely in return. 
When royalty has passed by the sweep 
wields his broom with renewed energy, 
muttering to himself: “He's the only real 
gentleman in London.” 

To a charming manner is added a re- 
markable gift of memory. He seldom fer- 
pets a race which he has once seen, and 
never the of a person who has been 
introduced to him. These faculties have 
given him the reputation of being the most 
popular prince in the world, and it Is stated 
as fact that he has more friends than any 
living’ person, 

Mnglish sovereigns and members of the 
royal families do not receive salaries. They 
are awarded grants by Parliament. For 
many years, the annuity of the Queen has 
been fixed at $1,925,000, that of the Prince of 
Wales at $300,000, while Prince George had 
to be content with his portion of the $130,- 
000 set aside for the children of the crown 
prince. But the Prince of Wales did not de- 
pend on this stipend alone, The Duchy of 
Cornwall has yielded him an income of at 
least $700,000 a year, so his income was 
about $1,000,000 annually. His accession to 
the throne will result in a rearrangement 
by Parliament of the royal grants. The new 
’rince of Wales will, of course, step into 
line for the $300,000 and the other peraqui- 
fites of the crown prince. He has had for 
many years, however, his salary as an of- 
licer of the royal navy.

ig the summer of 1860 the Prince of Wales 


made a trip to America. He landed at 

Halifax on board the ship Hero, his ship 
‘being convoyed by the frigate Bellerophon. 
The prince was then nineteen years old. His 
face was smooth, his complexion like the 
blobm on the peach. He was about 
five feet seven inches in height, 
but gave vne the impression of 
being pretty tall. His hair was light brown, 
his eyes, brown in color, werep leasant in 
expression of his features were regular, 
with the exception of a rather prominent 
nose on the Roman order.

Accompanying tbe prince were six persons 
—members of his suite—and about an equal 
mumber of servants. The Duke of New.

Both these persons were members of the 
cabinet especially appointed to accompany 
the prince. 

The visit was primarily an official one, 
its object being to please the loyal Cana- 
dians by having a member of the royal fam- 
ily visit them.

THINGS THAT A KING CANNOT DO 


there is no historic precedent to serve 45 4 
guide for future action. 
No King of England can force @ subject to 
accept a peerage or other title of nobility. 
There are few Englishmen, indeed, who 
would refuse to be made Earls, if the honor 
were offered to them, but the King can do 
no more than offer the honor. He may order 
and compel a subjeqt to sit In the House of 
Lords and legislate for hie country, yo he 
f . ‘ ceptance of a title. 
“in ae as ee of England may 
maintain a standing army without the con- 
sent of Parliament. Every year of the world 
it is necessary to introduce what is called 
the annual army bill and procure its pas- 
sage by both house of Parllament. If the 
members of Parliament were to be stricken 
down by some pestilence or plague gind BO 
kept from from attending the sessions of 
the national legislature in legal numbers, 
the British army would absolutely pass out 
of existence. At no time does the army of 
England have more .than 12 months lease 
of life. That lease must be renewed yearly 
The idea behind this somewhat curious 
procedure is that if the King were allowed 
to maintain a standing army without the 
sanction of Parliament that army might at 
some time be used against the peop!e 

Neither can the King of Great Britain 
and Ireland avoid paying taxes on whatever 
property he may own In his own name The 
allowance or salary of the new King—again 
following historic precedent—is likely to be 
$1, 920, Or If from this amount he should 
save a portion and buy an estate he would 
be obliged to pay taxes on it like any com- 
moner. On the other hand, crown property 
is free from taxes of all kinds. 

Contrary te the general understanding 
and to the official usage of the word the 
King of England is not a sovereign. In acta 
of Parliament reference will be made tw 
“Our Sovereign Lord, the King.’ But, in 
reality, to be a sovereign one must possess 
supreme power—must be able to make and 
unmake laws at pleasure. The King of 
Erg and shares such powers with the House 
of Lords and the House of Commona. The 
three taken together are in reality the sov- 
ervign of the British Empire. 

On the other hand, the King of England 
has some curious powers, most of which 
are practically obeolete and few of which 
are ever ueed. Bo far as constitutional 
rights are concerned, the King may, if he

From Quebec the orince went up the 
Saguenay river accompanied by a party of 
Canadian cabinet ministers. He went as 
far as Ha Ha Bay. 

After touring through Canada the prince 
went to Boston and a grand bal! was given 
him there, He subsequently went to N 
York and a ball waa given him in ° 
Academy of Music. At the other balls he 
had attended In Canada it was mostly 
young women who were presented to him. 

In New York, however, the managers 
presented the distinguished dames of the 
city. Among them, if I remember rightly, 
was Mrs. Peter Cooper. The prince danced 
with her. It seems that most of the women 
with whom he danced on this occasion were 
elderly. He remarked afterward that “New 
York had quite a fine collections of an- 
tiques."’ 

In Philadelphia the prince went to hear 
Patti sing. This was before she was known 
to fame; the occasion on which the prince 
heard her was the first time she had ever 
appeared on the operatic stage. 

While in New York the prince visited 
various points of interest about the city. 
We took him to Brady's photographic 
gallery, which was opposite Stewart's on 
Broadway, near Tenth street. I think this” 
was the only picture he had taken while in 
America. 

In Cincinnat! the prince was struck with 
the unconventional ways of the West. A 
man came up and, grasping him by the 
hand, said: ‘“‘Hello, prince, glad to meet 
yer.”’ 

Another man seized his hand and said: 
“Welcome to our town, prince.” 

Both these rather brusque handshakes 
his royal highness took in good part. 

There was nothing In the Prince of Wales 
during his visit to this country which gave 
an inkling of the rather “fast character 
which he subsequently developed. 

You must remember that the Prince has 
been a very hard-worked man, however. 
Since the death of the Prince Consort 
Wales has had to atténd, as the repre- 
sentative of the Queen, nearly every state 
and social function. This was really the 
Queen's business. Going te parties, answer- 
ing hundreds of letters dach day and look- 
ing after various details have taken up all 
his time. 

The prince ts a very well-informed man.« 
He does not read himself, but some one 
reads all the papers, magasines and the 
latest books to him. This is done usually 
while he is shaving, and he is thus enabled 
to absorb a great deal of information with- 
out labor. eae 

There is no doubt that Ne will make «@ 
good ruler. His tact is wohderful. He has . 
never been guilty of a political error He 
is popular in England. The people edmire 
his democratic habits, He goes about like 
any other citizen. If you happen to know 
him personally and send in your card. at 
Marlborough House he will see you with- 
out formality. If he does not know you he 
will send out his secretary. and learn your 
errand or else will write to you,

This right is 
exclusive and applies to all portions of the 
British empire, so that the King might if 
he chose forbid the printing of such books 
in Canada or Auvatralia, The last time this 
right was exercised was a short Ume before 
the revolution of the Amertean colonies, 
when the colonists were compelled to get 
their supply from the mother country.

The lieutenant was arrested and a court 
of inquiry promptly adjudged him insane, 
Hie was ordered sent to Vigan, where the 
asylum and prison for soldiers ts located. 
En route the detall of men that had the 
lunatic In charge was attacked by a band 
of Fillpinos.. Of the Americans a sergeant 
was killed and three men were wounded in 
the fight that ensued. 

Bujac escaped and was rescued later, He 
became violent during the battle, grabbed 
a gun from one of the men and ran inte 
the Filipino ranks firing as he proceeded, 
Three of the dusky natives were killed out- 
right, another was fatally wounded by the 
insane man. 

The Americans finally won the fight and 
their victory was due to Bujac’s desperate 
effort. 

When he was landed itn the asylum it was 
found that Bujac had lost a bag containing 
$1500 In gold somewhere between the point 
he started from and Vigan. This repre 
sented his entire savings during the twe 
years he had heen a member of the army, 
[It was supposed that the Filipinos secured 
the money during the battle.
